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The FBI’s Malley actually asked if the Commission "intend to write ... the Bureau asking 
that all such reports be submitted to the Commission". Why, indeed, should the Commis- 
sion, which was conducting the "investigation", have the reports of its "investigators"? 
The FBI’s defense consisted in disclosure of even more holding out, the existence of 
hundreds of pages of investigative reports compiled in Dallas and not given the Commis- 
sion. He "suggested" a letter of complaint "would only serve to divert the Bureau's 
investigative manpower" ! ,____
